JUDGE DENIES EJECTMENT 
IN WATER POWER CASE 
ACTRESS NAN PATTERSON 
RELEASED FROM CUSTODY 


Finds for Godfreys in First Count and 
for the Defendants in the 
Second Count. 


VICTORY FOR D. P. & L. COMPANY 


Disclaims Godfrey Title to Interest in 
the Old Dam. 


Circuit court opened a t 9 o’clock this 
morning, but the only important busi­ 
ness or tbe day was the decision of 
Judge Heard given this afternoon in 
the ejectment suit of Godfrey vs. the 
Dixon Power and Lighting Co., et. als. 
The judge denied the right of eject­ 
ment and sustained the title of the 
Power and Lighting company In the 
dam. 
An epitomy of his decision fol­ 
lows; 
The court finds tha t the Godfreys 
are entitled to the land described in 
the first count of the declaration, 
which is the east twelve feet of lot 
one in Mill block, subject to the sev­ 
eral easements of the defendants. 
He finds the title of the land de­ 
scribed in the second count of tbe 
declaration, which is tha t part of lot 
one in Mill block on which a portion 
of the dam stood ou January 1, 18 66, 
in tbe defendant. 
It w&s conceded in the trial of the 
case tha t the Godfreys owned a half 
interest in the land described in the 
third count of the declaration, which 
land is tha t part of the south-east 
quarter of seotion 32 south of Rock 
river lying east of the east line of Mill 
block and north of Rock river street 
and extending 
to Rock river. 
He 
therefore finds for the plaintiffs in 
said count. 
He finds tha t the wail in question 
in said suit was not a secondary ease­ 
ment, therefore said wall w&s not a 
necessary structure. 
He denies the 
plaintiffs the ejectment of defendants 
as prayed in their declaration in the 
second count 


WHERE INTERESTS LIE. 
The lay reader mar not understand 
from the legal 
description 
of the 
properties just where the interests lie, 
and in explanation we will say tha t 
the 12 feet mentioned in the first 
count as the property of the God­ 
freys are the 12 feet just east of the 
stone abutm ent upon which the elec­ 
tric light plant stands. 
The third count covers the rest of 
the race east of this 12 feet, a half in­ 
terest in which is vested in the John 
Dement esta te and a half in the God­ 
frey estate. 
The second count covers the entire 
south half of the old dam and the 
ground upon which it stands. The 
court finds tha t the Godfreys do not 
own this but tha t it is owned by tbe 
Dixon Power and Lighting company.

The wrecked train was the secon d 
section of the Clev elan d an d Cin cin n ati 
ex press leav in g Philadelphia at 11 :U€> 
o’clock Wedn esday n ight. 
It con sist­ 
ed of a combin ation baggage an d smok­ 
in g car, on e day coach an d six sleep­ 
ers. There are v ariou s stories of how 
the wreck occu rred, bu t the official v er­ 
sion is as follows; 
Abou t 1:4 0 a. in . 
the en gin e on an east-bou n d freight 
train was flagged by the crew of a 
shiftin g en gin e ahead 
on the same 
track. The en gin eer qu ickly pu t on his 
air brakes an d the train , an u n u su ally 
lon g on e. came to a su dden halt. The 
strain on the air v alv es was a sev ereon e, 
an d a con n ectin g air hose in the middle 
of the train blew ou t. This cau sed the 
middle of the train to “bu ckle,” an d 
the damaged cars fell ov er on the pas­ 
sen ger tracks. 
Ju st as this happen ed the Clev elan d 
ex press came thu n derin g u p an d ’’side- 
swiped” the wreck. 
The ex press wras 
stopped within its own len gth, an d the 
third sleeper was opposite the wrecked 
cars. 
Before an y on e cou ld leav e the 
passen ger train , which was n ot 
v ery 
badly damaged, a few slight ex plosion s 
occu rred, an d then there was on e great 
flu sh an d roar that shook the earth.

Society , 
are 
fitted 
up 
for Sunday school and p reaching ser- 
eices, 
sup p lied with Bibles, hy mn 
bock s, tracts, and the p eriodicals and 
other p ublications of the society , and 
are each in charg e of a chap lain. The 
work orig inated some fourteen y ears 
ag o with.Rev . Way land Hoy t and his 
brotberi Colg ate Hoy t, who enlisted 
the interest of a number if wealthy 
and 
influential business men, lik e 
John D. Rock efeller and others, in 
forming a “Chap el Car Sy ndicate’1 In 
Wall street. The first car, named 
“ Ev ang el,” was p resented to 
the 
Publication 
society and 
dedicated 
May 23, 18 91. It is in serv ice in the 
south. I t has since been sup p liment- 
ed by fiv e other cars, contributed 
throug h donations from v arious other 
p ersons and org anization. Those are 
the “ Em anuel,” In serv ice 
on the 
Pacific icoast, “Glad Tiding s,” in the 
Northwest; “Good W ill,” in tbeSouth 
west;” Messeng er of Peace,” in the 
Central West; and “Herald of Hop e,” 
on the Northern frontier. 
The uniform courtesy shown by the 
railroads in g ranting transp ortation 
for all 
cars 
and missionaries In 
charg e, has been one of the most help ­ 
ful features of the work , and lik e the 
work of the Y. M. C. A., the results 
hav e been v ery beneficial to the rail­ 
road comp anies. 
Much g ood work 
has been done for railroad men and 
their families where railroad shop s 
are located. 
The orig inal idea of the work con­ 
tem p lated v isiting churchless towns 
only . Hundreds of such p laces hav e 
been 
p rofitably reached and hav e 
now flourishing churches with m eet­ 
ing -houses p aid for. 
But the work 
broadened, 
and 
many 
strug g ling 
churches hav e been help ed and the 
p ublic worship of God reestablished 
Amohg the v isible results attained 
throug h the chap el car serv ice about 
150 churches hav e been org anized and 
as many p astors settled, more than

meeting houses

1150,000, 
nearly 300 Sunday schools org anized. 
Between 12,000 and 13,000 p ersons hav e i 
p rofessed conv ersion In the m eeting s1 
held in these cars; and of these ov er

ablebodied men In p rop ortion to the 
families they had to sustain. 
In this 
way p overty was p ractically unknown 
among them, for p rovision was also 
made by the state for the sick, infirm, 
blind and maimed. 
Therefore no one 
need be p oor, and only the Idle and 
vicious were. So p overty was p unished 
as a crime. 
In several countries of South Amer­ 
ica this law was also enforced. 
One 
of the most notable examp les was 
Peru. There one-third of all the con­ 
quered land went to the sup p ort of 
the royal court and thff government, 
the second third to the p eop le and the 
third one to the c h u^ , p ractically the 
same arrangement, for there, as In 
Mexico, the church was the guardian 
of letters and education and the in 
structor of the Peruvian youth.—Mod­ 
em Mexico.

Among the curious animals which In­ 
habit the sea we may take the holo- 
thuria, or sea cucumber, so called from 
its resemblance to the cucumber. When 
this animal is attacked by an enemy It 
does not stand up and fight, but by a 
sudden movement It ejects Its teeth, 
stomach, digestive ap p aratus and near­ 
ly all its Intestines and then shrivels 
Its body up to almost nothing. When, 
however, the danger is p ast, the ani­ 
mal commences to rep lace the organs 
which it has voluntarily p arted with, 
and In a short time the animal is as 
p erfect aa ever It was. 
Dr. Jcffinstone kep t one in water for 
a long time, and one day he forgot to 
change the water. 
The creature In 
consequence ejected its Intestines and 
shriveled up , but when the water was 
changed all Its organs were rep ro­ 
duced. 
Although the animal Is not 
eaten in Euroi>e, it is a favorite with 
the Chinese, and the fishing forms an 
imp ortant p art of the industry of the 
east. Thousands of junks are annually 
used in fishing for trep ang, as the ani­ 
mals are called.—London Tit-Blts.

The name bookworm is mao« to cov­ 
er an fctmy of little creatures of various 
sizer, "ahapes and kinds which eiur be 
found in books. Really no one of them, 
is a worm, though perhaps the flsb. 
moth and silver fish come nearer to 
It than any of the others. 
There are 
the Iwok scorpions and mites, which 
are not insects, but are primarily car­ 
nivorous. Their presence in books may 
be due to the fact that they find there- 
animal as well as vegetable food. This 
Is certainly true of the scorpions, which 
feed on mites, book lice and other 
small insects. 
The book lice, cock­ 
roach. silver fish and fish moth can have 
no reason for infesting books ex cept 
their liking for farinaceous substances 
such as are used in and about th e 
labels and bindings of books. 
The 
damage done by them is largely confin­ 
ed to the ex terior or interior of the 
bindiffgs themselves. 
The white ants 
feed principally on wood, and in and 
about books there is more or less wood 
fiber which is to the liking of these 
voracious feeders. 
The moths and 
beetles are the borers and bnmvwers. 
They seek retired places to lay their 
eggs, where the larvae will have plenty 
of food at hand when hatched. 
They 
will sometimes tunnel from one cover 
to the other.—New York Herald.

The distribution of manufactures in 
any country would be a most curious 
and interesting subject of study. The 
first tiling to stand out conspicuously 
in the investigation would be the grad­ 
ual tendency toward concentration in 
the larger cities and the gradual reces­ 
sion of m anufactures outside them. 
Certain sections of the country are full 
of decaying communities, once active, 
but from which the chief industries 
have been withdrawn. If investigation 
disclosed the fact that certain centers 
of 
m anufacture 
had 
become 
such 
through the possession 
o f pre-eminent 
natural advantages, such a condition 
would be easily ex plained; but, in fa c t 
natural advantages have 
c o m p ar at i v e ­ 
ly little to do with the matter. 
* A country consisting mainly of large 
cities with merely incidental rural pop 
ulation lias taken a long step toward 
final disintegration. Moreover, even if 
actual disintegration is not Imminent, 
there ex ists tbe curious and anoma­ 
lous condition of a community in which 
the transportation and distribution of 
commodities are the predominant ele­ 
ments, in which producer and consumer 
stand at the ends of a long chain of 
intermediaries. 
It Is bod enough in 
this respect even at present, but every 
step toward further concentration of 
industry 
and 
population 
makes

worse. 
No country in which the pro­ 
ductive forces are steadily being sub­ 
ordinated to an intricate (and, upon the

Hoc* Hav e a Finer Sen*« of Hearing 
Than Yon Imagine. 
“Hogs have a much keener sense of 
hearing than most people seem to 
think,” said a man from the country. 
“They can see well and at a considera­ 
ble distance, but the nose and eyes of 
the bog must give first place tv die 
ears. 
“This is so, no doubt, because hear­ 
ing is probably the most useful of the 
senses in the hog life, particularly at 
that season of the year when the hog In 
the wild stm e must rely upon the fruit­ 
age of trees in tbe main for food. Even 
with this advantage it is frequently a 
fierce race to see which hog can get 
there first. It would be interesting to 
know just how far a hog can hear an 
acorn fall, it is remarkable how quick­ 
ly they become cognizant of thè fact 
that an acorn has been blown from its 
outer shell and tumbled toward the 
ground, and he seems to catch the 
sound quicker when he knows a com- 
petitor is near who will run him a 
race for the nut.

He can apparently tell pretty well by 
the sound where the acorn will fall, 
and he will rarely miss it more than a

ZANZIBAR. 


Wluit Happen* When Lyddite and 
Similar Compound* Explode. 
When left alone to its natural func­ 
tions 
nitrogen 
pursues a 
perfectly 
peaceful course, but when man suc­ 
ceeds in capturing it and combining it 
w ith other elements It becomes a dire 
potentiality for evil. Tbe love of free­ 
dom, so to speak, characteristic of ni­ 
trogen is terribly ex emplified In the ex ­ 
plosion of the bomb in which it Is im­ 
prisoned and bound to other elements. 
On the slightest provocation—a spark, 
a shock, a fuse—the nitrogen suddenly 
ex pands from seemingly nothing as re­ 
gards the space which it occupies into 
infinity. This is In reality what hap­ 
pens when dynamite, lyd lite or other 
unstable nitro compounds ex plode when 
hurled In shells In warfare and in 
bombs in desperate attacks on human 
lives. Nitrogen, against its natural dis­ 
position, is locked up in an uncongenial 
space In these compounds, from which 
it is set free by very simple means in 
an enormously ex panded gaseous state 
with deadly effect, returning, in fact, 
to its normal peaceful mission once 
more. It is the analogue of the sword 
and the plowshare; in the nitro ex plo­ 
sive nitrogen is the modern engine of 
w arfare and crime; in the free state in 
the atmosphere It ministers directly to 
the quiet and peaceful needs of plant 
and human life.—London Lancet.

The whole Island 
abounds in richest vegetation, but the 
clove forests are Its real beauty spots. 
And what a grateful change their fra­ 
grant shade from the oriental odors 
and genuinely bad smells of the stuffy 
streets of the old town itself! 
For 
Zanzibar is not like an American city 
in the width of Its streets and the ar­ 
chitecture of its buildings. 
There is 
scarcely a thoroughfare in the whole 
place wide enough to perm it two vehi­ 
cles to pass, and the system of sanita­ 
tion is almost as primitive as that of 
the garden of Eden; hence some of the 
smells. 
Fortunately the clove forests 
are not far away. 
Zanzibar has no 
docks or wharfs. All goods are landed 
or shipped by means of lighters. 
The 
tidal rise is about fourteen feet and 
the fall necessarily the same. 
Vast 
stretches of beach are thus left bare 
a t low w ater; hence more smells. But, 
with all Its drawbacks, Zanzibar is not 
particularly unhealthy. 
It is hot, vig­ 
orously, viciously hot, but still the peo­ 
ple, the white people, manage to live 
there in comparative comfort and In 
spare hours play golf, tennis and some­ 
times even football—E. Verne Richard­ 
son in American Syren and Shipping.
